This is a decision on the Response To Notice Of Abandonment Mailed March 29, 2001, received 
in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on June 4, 2003, which is being 
treated as a Petition To Withdraw Holding Of Abandonment in the above-identified application.

(4) Any terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in § 1.20(d) required 
pursuant to paragraph (c) of this section. 

With respect to an application filed before June 8, 1995, any petition under 
§ 1 .137(a) or (b) that is filed more than six months after the abandonment date must 
— according to § 1. 137(d) — be accompanied by a terminal disclaimer with 
disclaimer fee. 

■ Under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), a petition for the revival of an unintentionally 
abandoned application must be accompanied by the following: 



(1) The required reply to the outstanding Office action or notice, unless previously filed; 

(2) The petition fee as set forth in § 1 . 17(m); 

(3) A statement that the entire delay in filing die required reply from die due 
date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to this 
paragraph was unintentional. The Commissioner may require additional 
information where tiiere is a question wheUier die delay was unintentional; 

(4) Any terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in § 1.20(d) required 
pursuant to paragraph (c) of this section.
